Entering in September 1941, the class of '45 might well be called 
the ‘‘war class” of Seaside Union High School. On December 7 of the same 
year, the nation found itself at war with Japan, Germany and Italy. This 
fact has been an ever-present influence on our lives and activities. At first 
the parties were cut down because of the blackout. Then our closest 
friends, the fellows we went around with—those we had cokes with down 
at the corner drug store—went into the army, navy or marines. They 
turned into men overnight, some winning great honor and distinction. 

The gold stars also appeared on our service flag, shining out from 
among the blue. Truly, the class of ’45 can well be called the “war 
class.” 


As our opportunities for social activities were very limited, our 
first two years in school were comparatively quiet, with the excep- 
tion of the freshman-sophomore skating party at Cannon Beach. 


Class officers for the freshman year were: e: 
Lawrence Underhill, president;. Bernard Sarpola, 
vice-president: Gordon McKechnie, secretary- 
treasurer. Miss Babcock was the class ad- 
viser. 
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Sophomore officers were: Betty Olson, president; Shirley Weath- 
ers, vice-president; Audrey Waters, secretary-treasurer; and Bernard’ 
Sarpola, sergeant-at-arms. Miss Helen Aldrich was chosen the class ad- 
visor, and served in that capacity for the next three years. 


When the class entered its junior year in September 1943, it started 
off by electing Bernard Sarpola, president; Audrey Waters, vice-president; 
Betty Hill, secretary; Max Schafer, treasurer; and Bob Albert, sergeant- 
at-arms. 


The first social event of this year, sponsored by this active class, 
was the ‘‘Turkey Trot’ dance on November 19. Seven other successful 
dances followed this one. Cokes, hot dogs, and peanuts were sold at the 
games. 


During the bond drive, Sue Frederickson and Betty Olson were 
chosen to represent the junior class as candidates for Bond Queen. 


Then came the junior class play, “Something Old, Something New,” 
which broke all attendance records. Betty Olson, Fern Gregory, Jerry 
Smith, Joe Fagnan, Velda Weiss, Audrey Waters, Bernard Sarpola, Betty 
Mae Allen, Gloria Granigan, Don Hickerson and Max Schafer had impor- 
tant roles in this production. Others in the cast were Marilyn Carlson, Rae 
Swenson, Ellen Olson and the indispensable property manager and promp- 
ter, Betty Hill. Miss McIntyre acted as director. 


On April 24, the juniors gave an unusually successful, Hawaiian 
banquet in honor of the seniors. 


The Junior Prom on May 6, held in the gym with a visiting orches- 
tra, was acclaimed by many as the best ever held. Queen Bernita Gregory 
ruled very graciously over the dance. The six princesses were Sue Fred- 
erickson. Frankye Dean, Betty Mae Allen, Fern Gregory, Betty Olson and 
Betty Hill. 


Junior girls decorated the Catholic church for the baccalaureate 
service for the graduating seniors, and Gordon McKechnie, Joe Fagnan 
and Max Schafer acted as ushers for the service. 


As juniors, the class participated in many events, such as bond 
drives, scrap drives and athletic activities. 


September 1944—now the class were mighty seniors! Officers 
chosen were: Dick Coats president; Max Schafer, vice-president; Betty 
Hill, secretary-treasurer; and Joe Fagnan, sergeant-at-arms. 


The freshman initiation, always a bright spot, was especially fun 
for the class this year, probably because for the first time, it was the one 
handling the program. 


The first few dances the seniors sponsored were the “Get Togeth- 
er,” and the “Logger’s Leap” after the Vernonia 
game. Then on February 10, the class gave a sen- 
ior ball, the first in a number of years, which was 
held at the Ocean House in Gearhart. Elected to 
reign over the ball were the juniors, Queen Pat 
Baumgarten and King Jack Pegg. The dance was 
a huge success with all the classes well represented.
